The tropical depression is unlikely to directly affect the sea conditions over the coastal waters of the country. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e Tropical Depression “GARDO?’” is forecast to move generally north northwestward or northwestward throughout the 
forecast period as it interacts with Super Typhoon “HINNAMNOR’ outside the PAR. 

e “GARDO?” will degenerate into a remnant low as early as this afternoon or tonight as “HINNAMNOR’ begins to 
assimilate its circulation.
